Colonel J3hn Orme Qole, of Ports- 


mouth, known the country over as the 
author of and indefatigable worker for 
what he has styled "A plan to convert 
oar pension debt into curranoy and pay 
eaoh pensioner in a lump sum," is reg- 
istered at the Gibson House. 
Colonel 


Cole iasned a book a year ago bearing 
upon this subject and containing over 
two hundred pages of interesting data. 


He is here now to arrangd for the 


pnntiug of a smaller book, to ba -an 
abstract of his first 


Colonel Cole was chief clerk of the 


United States pension agenoy at Wash- 
ington from 1878 to 180P, during 
which time he closely observed tbe 
pension system, its benefits and evils. 
Of his proposed change he said: 


"My plan contemplates the funding 


and paying at onoe of the government's 
pension obligations, and will B»TO the 
country f 1,BOO,000 per annum for the 
machinery alone required to pay the 
pensioners under this system. Thate 
are about 980,000 pensioners of the 
United States. Each of theao receives 
a stipulated sum quarterly—just enough 
for them to subsist upon, and making 
them always pensioners. My plan is to 
arrive by means of "mortuary tables at 
the probable amount of money each 
pensioner will live to draw. When that 
sum has been ascertained my plan 
would be to pay each pensioner the 
sum in one lump in pension bills simi- 
lar in appearance to the greenbacks 
and in denominations of ?1 and multi- 
plies. 
This would put in circulation 


at once about $3,000,000,000 of new 
money, good for general circulation. 
Those I would have redeemable in 
any lawful money of the government 
at tho rats of 1100,000,060 annually 
for the first eight years. That would 
be $40,000,000 p«r annum less than is 
now being paid ont. 


"I am convinced that more Tgood 


than the mere matters of economy and 
increase of circulation would follow. 
A multitude of men, at present depend- 
ent upon a nation's bounty, would, 
with a hum sufficient to engage 
in 


some business or provide a comfort- 
able home, become imbued with new 
life. 
New enterprises would spring 


np and foundations be laid or greater 
wealth." 


Colonel Cole has traveled much in 


the interest of his plan, and confidently 
expects to soon have introduced into 
congress a measure 
providing for the 


carrying ont of his plan. It is also his 
intention to bring the matter before 
the Ohio legislature. 
He will remain 


in the city several days.—Commercial 
Tribune.

morial plun

Woman's Literary club last Friday by 
the district chairman tha

was asked, "Will the university be 
open to tha women of the land?" Mrs. 
Draper could not answer the question 
definitely, but immediately, wrote to 
headquaiteis iii Boston for a solution. 
Shs has received the following reply : 


"The bill now before the senate 


(No. 
2740) reads thus: 'The oppor 


tunities and facilities offered by the 
university shall be free to ail persons 
who, 
in the judgment of the nniversity 


council, shall be deemed competent to 
use them, etc. 
There seems to be no 


gronnd for the belief that this will be 
interpreted to mean for men alone. 
The spirit of the times would not per- 
mit the exclusion of women, arid above 
all this work on the part of the women 
will, when carried to completion, be 
an argument which is unanswerable." 


The difiionlty between the city and 


tbe Norfolk & Western railroad in 
reference lo the N. & W. shops has as- 
sumed a new phase and prospects are 
bright for an early settlement of the 
question. 


It will be remembered that the Nor- 


folk & Weatern people have never ob- 
tained a title to the ripbt of way where 
their tracks cross the N. & W. shop 
property—a distance of several squares. 
This is a matter of some concern to 
the railroad officials. 


It is understood that tbe looal at- 


torney of the Norfolk & Western rail- 
road has submitted a proposition to the 
chairman of the committee on law and 
claims of the oity council, Mr. Huber. 
This proposition is in effect that the 
city deed the N. & W. the right ot 
way through the shop property. In re- 
turn for this the N. <& W. railroad will 
abandon alll pruteneions to the shops 
and vacate them at the earliest possi- 
ble opportunity. This proposition will 
be presented to the oity council at the 
next meeting and some action taken. It 
is hardly probable the proposition will 
he accepted, although it is claimed the 
cost of the litigation to expel the N. & 
W. will exceed the value of the right 
of way. 


It is said that in the event of the 


council and the N. & W. compromising 
on the above basis, a force of men will 
an once be put to work building new 
shops at Keuova, and all repairing 
done at that poiut for this division. 
•The council will have a "white ele- 
phant" on their hands in tht shape of 
empty snaps as a monument to thiir 
wisdom and greatness.

The rural districts did not, as a rule, 


show increased 
Democratic strength 


last fall, and so both the Fourth and 
Fifth congressional districts^—composed 
wholly of rural counties—show a Dem- 
ocratic loss. The Fourth, which elect- 
ed George A. Marshall to congress in 
1896 by a plurality of 9,017, gave Mr.

It gave Seth Brown, Repub- 
lican, a plurality of 4,005 in 1896, and 
Bushnell a plurality of 4,042 last fall. 
The Seventh also stood about station- 
ary. It gave Walter L. Weaver a Re- 
publican plurality in 1896 of 2,574, and 
Bushnell last year 3,700. The fact that 
this is Governor Bushuell's own dis- 
trict may be credited with increasing 
the Republican vote here to some ex- 
tent.
